Canton Officials Wire Situation Is Beyond 


Their Control, But Col. Bingham Reports 
Quiet Prevailed At Late Hour — Troops 
May Move Sunday Morning. 


COLUMBUS, Oct. 25. — Governor Cox tonight is 


watching the situation at Canton while 500 men of the Na- 
tional Guard are mobilized at Akron. 
The mobilization 


was completed at midnight. 


The governor's advisors wired him at 10 o'clock that 


they would not be stampeded into sending troops to Can- 
ton, but if the local authorities do not show an improved 
situation there by mid-night the troops would be moved 
forward Sunday morning. Col. Bingham returned to Akron 
tonight and upon his report will depend the disposition of 
the troops. 


The sheriff and mayor both wired the governor tonight 


that the situation was beyond their control, but other ad- 
vices reported that comparative quiet prevailed in the Can- 
ton strike area at a late hour.

, Colonel John Bingham of the ad- 
jutant general's department, who was 
sent to Canton by Governor Cox, re-

had been received by Governor Cox, 
he received a message from officials 
of the Canton Alloy Steel Co. to the 
effect that foreigners are beating up 
American workmen and a plea from 
the Canton Retail Merchants for the 
state troops. 


The troops will mobilize with the 


machine guns at the Akron armory 


Gov Cox, who has arranged to keep 
in touch with the Canton situation 
thruout the day and tonight, by the 
immediate use of the telephone. 


MAYOR IS SCORED 


Immediately after

the call for troops, Gov. Cox sent 
this telegram to Mayor Chas Poor- 
man, of Canton: 


"My personal representative., Col-

NATIONWIDE STRUGGLE IMPENDING 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 25. — The throats of a 


general struggle between capital and labor, as tbc re- 
sult of the failure of the industrial conference and 
the spectre of a nation-wide coal strike set for next 
Saturday, called tbc president's cabinet twice into 
session today. 
Between tbe two sessions the crisis 


was carried to the bedside of the president himself. 


At 10 o'clock tonight the second meeting was 


still in session and it may run into the early morning 
hours before an adjourment will be taken. 
At its 


conclusion a statement of the administration's policy 
is expected. The cabinet is determined to use all the 
resources of the gfvernment to prevent disorder in 
the coal strike or other disputes and will place the 
interests of the public above all else. 


Hope is still expressed that a general strike may 


be avoided, altho both sides appear greatly deter- 
mined. 
At this hour there is no indication that the 


coal strike may be averted. 


The cabinet is also discussing the possibility of 


renewed demands being made by the railway work- 
ers. 
It is understood that the railway question will 


come up next Wednesday. 
A strike of the railway 


men on top of the miners' strike would paralyze the 
country with results that beggar the imagination. 


President Wilson issued a statement late this 


evening saying that a coal strke now would be con- 
sidered a grave moral wrong and a violation of legal 
obligations against the government and the whole 
people. 
In this statement he says that the law will 


be enforced and means found to protect the interest 
of the whole people, if the last emergency arises. 
The president closed his statement with a request 
that the mine workers recall their strike order. 
He 


expressed no opinion on the merits of the controversy 
but urged sides to appear before a tribunal to be ap- 
pointed by him and to come quickly into a working 
agreement.
